Come here, 
quick!’ yelled Benjamin Burenstein to his 
Partner, Samuel Epstein, in the HNquor store 
of Epstein & Burenstein, 208 South Broad- 
way, Wednesday afternoon. 

Mr. Burenstein did not wait for his part 
ner to “come quick,” but ran out to him. 
He was terribly agitated and dreadfully ex- 
cited. Hts face was pale and his eyes 
stuck out till you could scrape ’em off with 
a chip. 

If Mr. Burenstein had been a stouter man 
a doctor would have said apoplexy had 
marked him. He trembled in every limb 
and each individual hair stood upon end. 
The most casual observer would have 
known that Mr. Burenstein could a tale un- 
fold, but he was speechless. He pointed to- 
wards the rear of the store. 

“Are you crazy, Benjamin?’ demanded his 
partner, but Benjamin only continued to 
shake and point to the rear of the store.

COCAINE FOR THE EYES, 


Said to Enable Firemen to Look 
: Through Smoke. 


NEW YORK, June 24.—An experiment has 
been made at a fire in the downtown district 
which may prove of immense benefit in 
fighting the flames. Dr. Gustav Schoeler, 
who is attached to the fire department, 
went to each company stationed at the 
blaze and with a little brush put a drop of 
cocaine in the eyes of every fireman. 

This was the result of some teste which 
have been going on in the department by 
which it has apparently been proved that 
the cocaine would enable the men to look 
through smoke for fifteen minutes or more. 


FOUND DEAD. 


Sudden Demise at Washington, D. C., 
of Representative Edward Dean 
Cooke of Illinois. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 244.—Congress- 
man Edward Dean Cooke was found dead in 
his room at the Cochran Hotel this morning 
about 56 o’clock, presumably of heart dis- 
ease, Mr. Cooke retired about 11 o’clock 
last night, apparently in perfect health. At 
2 o’clock this morning, Night Clerk Cochran 
was called to his room and found him suf- 
fering from nausea, but he soon recovered 
and declined to have a physician called. He 
returned to bel and nothing further was 
thought of the matter until Mr. Cochran 
returned to the hotel about 56 o’clock this 
morning, and went to Mr. Cooke's room to 
inquire for him. Mr. Cooke was dead, and 
the physician who was immediately sum- 
moned said that he had apparently been 


dead for several] hours. The members ofthe 
lilinois delegation were at once notified, and 
the Sergeant-at-Arms took charge of the 
body, which will be prepared at once for 
shipment to Chicago. 

Mr. Cooke was a native of Iowa and & 
years old. He was educated in the public 
schools of Dubuque, and Jater was graduated 
from the Columbia University Law School 
of Washington and admitted to the bar. In 
1882 he was elected to the Illino's Legisla- 
ture, and served on important committees 
in that body. He was elected to the Fifty. 
fourth Congress from the Sixth Illinois Dis. 
trict and then re-elected to the Fifty-fifth 
Congress.

NEAR SALINA, KAN. 


STORM’S TRACK WAS NARROW. 


The Wind Came in the Night and the 
Geesy Family Could Not 
Escape. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 24.—A special 
to the Star from Salina, Kan., says: News 


_has just reached here of a tornado which 


passed fifteen miles northwest of this city 
about 10:30 o’clock last night. As far as 
heard, three are dead and a number dan- 
gerously injured. The dead are: Mrs. Anna 
Geesy, aged 34; Nola Geesy, aged 13; Ida 
Geesy, aged 9. Four members of this 
family are also badly hurt. 

Geesy was away from home. The re- 
mainder of the family had retired, and when 
the storm struck they made for their cave, 
Before they had gotten out of the house, 
however, the tornado had destroyed it. The 
work of destruction was not known till 
this morning, when neighbors found the 
dead and injured members of the family 
lying about in the debris. 

The three dead were found about fifty fect 
east of the house, and near them the baby, 


alive, but buried to her waist in dirt. The 
other three were found some distance west 
of the house, A two-by-four scantling was 
driven through one of Mrs. Geesy's legs. 
The bodies were removed to Mrs. Dean's, 
the mother of Mrs: Geesy. 

At Mrs. Storey’s, a half mile east of the 
Geesy place, the family were sleeping in a 
stone basement with a frame upright part. 
The framework was blown away and the 
timber blown onto the family below, but 
none of them were killed. The stonework 
was uninjured. 

At G. W. Morris’ the kitchen was torn 
down and a grove of trees was leveled to the 
ground. } 

The track of the storm was narrow and 
very winding. It tore down three sides of 


' the Geesy pasture without passing through 


the middle of itz It came from the east, and 
after doing its damage here the main storm 
divided, part going west and the rest north, 
There are rumors of other casualties, but 
particulars are meagre.

POWDERLY'S PAY. 


Reported That He Is to Be Commis- 
sioner of Immigration at 
New York.

NEW YORK, June 24.—The Journal and 
Advertiser says: President McKinley, !t is 
said, has decided to appoint Terrence V., 
Powderly, formerly General Master Work- 
man of the Knights of Labor, Commission- 
er of Immigration at this port, to succeed 
Dr. Joseph H. Senner. This information 
reaches the Journal from a prominent local 
politician, who returned yesterday from 
Washington. This man has been friendly 
with the President for many years and de- 
clares that the whole matter has been set- 
tled, and that Powderly’s name will soon 
be sent to the Senate. 

It is said his appointment is to pay for 
his support of the Republican candidates 
and platform last fall. ‘It ts further said 
that the steamship companies, as well as 
the regular labor organizations, are opposed 
to the selection of Powderly. The opposi- 
tion of the steamship companies will, how- 
ever, cease, as they are interested in land- 
ing all the emigrants they can and an un- 
friendly Commissioner could make it very 
uncomfortable for them during the four 


' years of his term. 


The local Republican machine will prob- 
ably try to stop Powderly’s appointment. 

Most of the leading Knights of Labor fn 
this city are very much opposed to ex-Gen- 
eral Master Workman Powderly being ap- 

ointed Commissioner of Immigration, or 
appointed to any Government position. 

‘hen it was rumored first, about two 
months ago, that he might be appointed a 
protest was sent to Washington from a 
number of local Knights, stating that, in 
their opinion, he was not fitted for such a 
position. 

It was said here last night that the 
Knights of Labor throughout the country 
did not share the feeling of the New Yor 
Knights against Powderly. It was also said 
that the Knights here will probably send 
another protest to Washington against Pow- 
derly’s appointment.

TORNADO STRUCK 
THE SUBURBS. 


THE TWISTER UNROOFED A POOR 
HOUSE BUILDING, 


GREAT DAMAGE IN FOREST PARK 


Path of the Storm Was Narrow and Is 
Marked by an Utter Destruc- 
tion of Foliage 


That section of St. Louls beyond Tower 
Grove was visited by a tornado early Thurs- 
day morning. 

At 5:45 o’clock the witltt tore in from the 
northwest and played havoc with public 
Buildings and trees on the grounds. 

The path of the twister was narrow and 
most of the damage done was south of Ar- 
senal street. 

The Poor-héouse suffered most. One of the 
largest buildings, aside from the main 
structure, was partly demolished and glass 
was shattered @n other structures, 

There was a panic and wild cries from 
the 1,800 persons who are inmates at the 
Poor-house, } 

The building that was partly demolished. 
sheltered seventy-five patients, all of them 
cripples. When the roof was taken off part 
of the upper walls fell in and bricks rained 
down upon the f!nmates on the second floor. 
Several of them were hit, but none were in- 
jured. 

That there was not loss of life is Gue to 
the hour at which the tornado etruck. 
Everybody was at breakfast, and the men 
who were in charge in the d!fferent wards 
had the patients under control. 

In the building which was damaged the 
most, a structure known as the old pauper 
hospital, the overseers had to fight with 
many of the inmates to keep them from 
running out doors, where the shower of 
bricks and timbers threatened life and I'mb, 

So frightened were some of the men that 
they had to be thrown on the cots and 
held there until the wind passed. 

Following the blow, which lasted but 
three minutes, there was a deluge through 
the roofless structure, and everybody was 
saturated. ; 

The tornado swept from thre Poorhoe 
into the grounds of the Insane ‘Asylum. 
There some glass was broken and a wild 
scene ensued, but not much damage was 
done to the structure. The building was 
evidently out of the direct path of the 
storm which tore through the trees In the 
front part of the grounds, then passing 
a quarter of a mile further west on Arsenal 
street took an upward turn toward the 
clouds. 

The grounds around the Insane Asylum 
are covered with limbs of trees and trunks 
that have been torn up by the roots. 

Probably here and along Arsenal street 
1,00 trees were blown down or ripped of 
branches by the wind. 


Supt. J. I. Overbeck of the Poor-house 
was standing at a window a few minutes 
after 6:30 o’clock, when his wife called his 
attention to the clouds in the northwest. 

‘I thought the moment I saw them,” said 
Mr. Oberbeck to a reporter for the Post- 
Dispatch, “that we would soon have @ 
strong wind, but before I could dress the 
storm was upon us. There was @ dash of 
rain and then a how! of the elements. It 
was not a twisting cyclone but a tornado, 
Its path was narrow and I saw it distinotly 
as it swept across the fields, 

“Soon after the crash assistants ran te 
me and told me that one of the buildings 
had been unroofed and other damage done, 
I hastened out, but the patients In the old 
hospital had been quieted and were being 
carried out of the wrecked bullding.” 

Mr. Oberbeck took the reporter to that 
portion of the grounds where the most dam- 
age was done. The old paupers’ hospital is 
a two-story bullding of brick and ts just 
eouth of the main structure. To the east 
is a large vacant space and there was lying 
the roof of the building which had been 
lifted bodily off and deposited almost intact 
on the ground. There were also piles of 
brick that had fallen from the upper walls. 

“If the blow had come an hour later thers 
would have been great loss of life,” said 
Mr. Oberbeck. “The place where the roof 
fell is used for exercising purposes and be- 
tween 7 and 8 o'clock several hundred per- 
eons gather there. It was the rarest good 
fortune that nobody was in the yard. 

Thomas Elliott was in charge of the hoe 
pital when the storm struck. 

“I thought the entire bu'iding was go- 
ing,” sald he, “but I at once realised that 
the patients would have to be kept in 
doors. There were seventy-five of them, 
and in epite of their being cripples, they 
made things lively. Men who had not been 
out of bed tn months jumped around the 
room and tried to escape. The coffee and 
porridge had just been placed on the little 
tables beside the cota, and in thelr con- 
fusion all the dishes were thrown to the 
floor. Fee ee dese ae 
a stampede, and I had to throw some of 
men on the cots and hold them there, 

“They shouted, yelled and prayed, 
nobody was hurt, save for a bruise or

cently constructed, was not damaged by 
the blow. 


The storm struck Forest Park with par- 
ticular force. Senator Schweickhardt came 
downtown in his buggy Thursday morning 
and thus told the story: 

“Forest Park looked like a wreck after 
the wind passed over ft. The trees are lev- 
eled in every direction. The storm played 
with the big and little trees alike, snapping 
them apart as though they were twigs. I 
was surprised at the extent of the damage. 
It was ali done in a minute and the keepers 
out there were sure another tornado had 
swept over the city. 

“There was no special damage to the 
buildings, so far as I could learn, and the 
Park Commissioner has put a large force of 
men at work clearing away the wreckage 
of trees. A few of the largest shade trees 
in the park are among those that were 
snapped. Itrwill require lots of patching to 
put the park in conditior again.” 


A reporter went over the Houseman line 
from the city to Meramec Highlands. The 
first evidences of the storm were seen at 
Tuxedo Park. From there west, on every 
Side, could be seen trees blown down, or 
partially standing, with their limbs broken 
and hanging to the ground, and in a few 
instances they were uprooted. 

A partially erected grocery store on 
Shady avenue, in Tuxedo, was blown flat, 
the wind carrying the boards thirty feet 
from the foundation. 

At Webster the wind was most destruc- 
tive. Huge branches were torn from the 
trees in the Congressional Church Yard 
and whirled across the street. 

At 5:45 the storm broke and raged for 
half an hour with considerable fury. 

A barn belonging to J. P. Dawson was 
struck by lightning and burned before a 
Valuable cow could be rescued. 

The family of J. P. Wilde were badly 
frightened by the rocking of the house and 
& failing chimney. The foundation of the 
new Br.stol building on Gore avenue was 
blown in. 

A faliing tree grazed the porch of UL. 
Armstrong's residence, just west of Web- 
ster. Several members of the family were 
Standing near the steps at the time. 

A large windmill belonging to Mr. Crane 
of the Crane Furniture Company was de- 
molished at Glendale. 

At. Kirkwood falling trees and rocking 
dwellings caused a smal! panic. On Wash- 
ington avenue heavy trees were blown 
across the Houseman tracks and nearly 
every vard contained broken branches, Two 
chimneys were blown from the house 
Dennis Lane, a_ eonfectioner on Taylor 
avenue, and the building wrenched. 

Lightning struck and wrecked a tool house 
belonging to a carpenter named Dubois at 
Svandale Park. 

G. W. Warren and his family were sitting 
down to breakfast when the storm struck 
Des Peres, on the Manchester road. A 
huge tree was uprooted and blown top first 
into the window, destroying the casing. On 
Rock road s*véeral barns and outhouses 
were reported wrecked. 

The Houseman line suffered at Webster 
and Kirkwood by trees falling on the trolley 
wire. At the big cut, near Meramec High- 
jands, four inches of mud was washed on 
the track, delaying traffic. 

A washout occurred west of Kirkwood on 
the Missouri Pacific railroad. 


The storm, though heavy enough in St.

The surprise which Mr. Hale sprung was 
a proposed amendment to the Senate rule 
admitting to the privileges of the floor 
of the Senate only ex-Senators who are 
not interested in any claim or in the pros- 
ecution of the same, or directly in any 
bill pending before Congress. 

Added to the text of the proposed change 
is the following: 

“The purpose of the proposed amendment 
is to prevent ex-Senators from enjoying the 
privileges of the foor of the Senate for 
the purpose of “— gS or opposing claims or 
bills in which they are employed as at- 
torneys.”’

GIST OF HER PROTEST AGAINST 
ANNEXATION. 


RIGHTS INVOLVED. 


TREATY 


Citizenship and Large Property Inter- 
ests at Stake on the Ha- 
waiian Islands. 


WASHINGTON, June 24.—The gist of the 
protest of Japan to Hawaiian annexation 
which was read to the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations yesterday is as follows: 
The acquisition of Hawali by annexation 
to the United States -would deprive the 
resident Japanese in the tslands of rights 
to which they are at present entitled under 
the present treaty with Hawaii. At pres- 
ent there are 25,000 Japanese in the islands, 
with large property rights, and under the 
present conditions they are entitled to be- 
come citizens of Hawall. 

In case of annexation these Japanese 
could not become citizens of the United 
States, as the decisions of the United 
States Circuit Courts are to the effect that 
no Asiatic can become a citizen of the 
United States. By annexation the Japanese 
now residing in Hawali would be subject 
to any measures that might be adopted by 
the United States. They would lose the 
right to become citizens and to vote; the 
large interests owned by Japanese citizens 
in the islands would be greatly jeopardized: 
therefore the Japanese Government must 
firmly protest against the proposed annexa- 
tion. 


Hawalians in Washington insist that the 
reason for the protest of Japan against an- 
nexation is that Japan really desires to ac- 
quire the islands herself. The main point 
of contention between Japan and Hawali 
over the treaty between the two countries, 
it is learned, is as to the wording of the 
treaty which Hawall seek to abrogate. This 
treaty has a provision “that it may be 


terminated at any time by mutual consent.” 
This is construed by the Japanese govern- 
ment to mean that the treaty cannot be 
terminated without the consent of both 
governments, and as long as Japan insists 
upon keeping it in force it cannot be abro- 
gated. The Hawatian contention is that the 
words have no such meaning and that any 
contract or agreement can be dissolved by 
mutual consent as a matter of course; that 
if the claim of Japan was valid the treaty 
would be in effect-permanently, 

It és understood that Japan insists that 
her present claims must be acknowledged 
and accepted by the United States in case 
of annexation, although protesting against 
annexation.

LONDON, June 2%4.—The Princess of 
Wales’ jubilee dinners to the poor to-day 
were very successful. About 3,000 inhabi- 
tants of the slums were sumptuously en- 
tertained at the various centers. 

The Princess, accompanied by the Prince 
of Wales, Princess Victoria of Wales and 
Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark, 
visited the principal halls. The places visited 
by the royal party were the People’s Palace 
in the East Find, Central] Hall, Holborn, and 
the Wesleyan School-house at Clerkenwell, 
At the People’s Palace the royal visitors 
were received by the Lord Mayor and the 
Lady Mayoress. The guests consisted of a 
thousand ragged children. After the na- 
tional anthem had been sung the children 
were served with roast beef, potatoes, pies, 
tarts, jellies, oranges and ice cream. The 
fare at the other places was the same. The 
Princess of Wales and her party received 
an ovation everywhere.

BARON DHANIS AND HIS COMPAN- 
IONS ALL KILLED. 


IMPORTANT EXPEDITION. 


HIS 


An Anglo-Belgian Movement De- 
signed to Take the Mahdists Be- 
tween Two Fires. 


BRUSSELS, June 2%.—The Reforme says 
that it learns from a good source that 
the entire Dhanis expedition to the head- 
waters of the Nile, including Baron Dhanis 
himself, has been massacred. 

Baron Dhanis last year enlisted 6,000 men 
in the Congo Free State to take part ina 
secret expedition. The British Government 
allowed .a number of its Hussas troops to 
join the expedition, but it was officially de- 
nied that an Anglo-Belgian movement had 
been concerted against the Mahdists. The 
general impression, however, was that this 
force intended to act in conjungtion with 
the Anglo-Egyptian expedition up the Nile 
and take the Mahdists between two fires 
and eventually complete the reconquest of 
the Soudan. 

In August last Baron Dhanis was reported 
to have arrived at Lado. north of the ‘erri- 
tory of the Congo Free State, on the White 
Nile, and 825 miles north of the Victoria 
Nyanza. It. was then understood thar the 
Dhanis expedition would push on northward 
in the direction of Khartoum. 

Early in December last it was reported 
that the expedition had met with disaster 
and that Baron Dhanis had been killed. 
Later it was authoritatively stated that 
there was no ground for the report and that 
when last heard from, in September, the 
Baron was at Stanley Falls, 600 miles from 
the nearest Dervish forces, . 

Baron Dhanis was born ‘in London In 1862, 
of a Belgian father and a mother of Enzg- 
lish extraction: In 1884 he became a lieu- 
tenant in the Infantry regiment and later 
was entrusted with a mission to Zanzibar by 
the International African Association. He 
s00n displayed considerable ability and was 
appointed by the Belgian Government to the 
command of the expedition to Katanga. He 
defeated Gongoluttete, one of the most ag- 

ressive of slave trading Arabs, defeated 

Lefu. and Munie Moharre and captured 
Nyangwe and Kassongo. Dhanis also in- 
fiicted a crushing defeat upon Rumaliza, 
completely overthrowing the Arab rule in 
that district. Later he returned to Belgium 
and was made a Baron by King Leopold. 
His ve! oC hiaggnh to the command of the 
Anglo-Belgian secret expedition against the 
Mahdists was the next chapter in the ca- 
reer of this officer.

T. Yerkes, the street railway. magnate, to 
manufacture all machinery needed by street” 
ra'droads in Chicago, New York, Philadel- 
phia and Pittsburg, has at last been real- 


ized. 
The Siemens-Halskel Electric Co., with 


its bie factory in Chicago, is now being 
consolidated with the Pennsylvania Iron 
Works of Philadelphia. A majority of the 
stock of the Chicago company has already 
been exchanged for the stock of the Penn- 
sylvania. The minority stockholders have 
been given sixty days in which to accept 
the offer of the Eastern concern. 

With a comb'ned capital of $3,250,000, the 
two companies will manufacture street rail- 
way machinery for the four big cities. The 


first news of the projected consolidation of 
the two companies was gleaned from the 
reauits of the annual meeting of the Chica- 
go concern. The directors elected at that 
meeting were as_ follows: Charles T. 
Yerkes, Chicago; W. I. Elkins, Jr., Phila- 
delphia; R. Suydam Grant, New York; 
Charles B. Yerkes, Chicago; B. W. Grist, 
Philadelphia; P. W. Whitridge, New York; 

. T. Butler, New York; E. T. Rice, Jr., 
New York; Martin Maloney, Philadelphia. 

The new directors are C. Yerkes, W. I. 
Elkins, Jr., and B. W. Grist. Mr. Elkins 
is the son of W. I. Elkins, Sr., of Phila- 
delphia. 

The directors elected a set of officers 
headed by Charles E. Yerkes, a son of 
Charles T. Yerkes of Chicago. 

Whether the name of the Chicago con- 
cern will be dropped or changed has not 
yet been decided. The entrance of the big 
street railroad men of Chicago, New York 
Philadelphia and Pittsburg into the field 
of manufacture will cut, it is said, a tre- 
mendous figure with the electric companies 
that have practically had a monopoly of 
supplying machinery for the railways.

He is to take an appeal to 
the Supreme Court, but the evidence se- 
curing his conviction is so clear that noth- 
ing but a glaring and fatal error in the 
proceedings can force a retrial unless the 
Nebraska Supreme Court is so strongly 
prejudiced in favor of embezzlement as 
to take advantage of technicalities. 

Bartley’s punishment would be of ex- 
cellent service to Nebraska in convincing 
dishonest men in office that honesty is 
the best policy, and in assuring the 
people that, without the lawlessness of 
mobs, guilty men cannot escape,

AN EVIL REMEDIED. 


Shipments of Grain to England Are No 
Longer Delayed. 


At the last meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Merchants’ Exchange a com- 
munication was received from the Bristol 
Channel and West of England Corn Trade 


Association in reference to the delays at- 
tending the delivery of flour and mil 
precagre on through Dills of lading between 
he Western States and ip 3 he com- 
plaint stated that shipments of flour were 
often delayed seve months in transit, 
causing considerable loss to the receivers, 
owing to fluctuations in the market. Similar 
complaints were also received from other 
trade centers, 

The communication wae referred to the 
Traffic Bureau for investigation and ac- 
tion. A thorough investigation reveals that, 
although these evils did exist to an alarming 
extent, they have been remedied, and ship- 
pers may now, by taking proper precau- 
tions, be assured that their shipments will 
arrive at their destination within a reason- 
able time. 

Traffic Manager Vanlandingham, after 
considerable correspondence with the vafi- 
ous steamship lines, has ascertained that 
on al] shipments thorugh Boston contracts 
can be made specifying the sailing during 
the first half or the last half of a given 
month. Shippers can, therefore, so time 
jm nt contracts as to have no unreasonable 

elay. 

The Warren Line, Liverpool, says: 

‘‘We will agree to shippers that flour for 
our line will be shipped from the seaboard 
within thirty days from its arrival in Bos- 
on 7 ‘ 


The Cunard Line, Liverpool, will make 
contracts for special Sailing, the time to be 
specified when the contract ls made. 

The Leyland Line, Liverpool, is willing t 
make contracts specifying that sailing wil 
be during the first half or last half of a 
given month, 

The Furnen Line, London, will agree to 
similar terms and the Johnston Line of 
London will also make contracts of that 
character. 

Contracts thorugh Philadelphia can be 
made for flour to travel within & specified 
time, provided the shippers will designate 
the time limit for leaving the seaboard when 
the booking is made. 

The Allan Line, Glasgow, is willing to 
make contracts for specified sallings, say 
within three weeks from arrival at the sea- 
boar. 

The investigation also shows that, in the 
majority of cases, the delay in transit was 
caused by the ignorance or neglect of the 
shippers. Only a small percentage of the de- 
layed shipments complained of were from 8t, 
Louis.

INDICTMENT NOT YET READY. 


Retreat for the Clergy Has Dolayed Ac- 
tion in the Case Against St.

Meanwhile Fr. Tuohy is preparing to 
make the hottest defense that has ever been 
waged in the church in America. He has 
retained a prominent civil attorney to pre- 
pare his evidence on strictly legal lines, and 
before the ecclesiastical court the will be 
represented by two of the most able canon- 
ists in America, 

Aside from the unpleasant charges in- 


volved the priesthood not only of St. Louls 
but of the country is deeply interested in 
the outcome because it will a measure 
establish the scope of an archbishop’s 
authority, heretofore unknown oe ok 
since none have had the temerity to chal- 
lenge it.

MR. KARR WANTS 
ROOM AND POWER, 


THE WORK-HOUSE IS NOT BIG 
ENOUGH. 


PRISONERS TO BE SET FREE. 


Superintendent Thinks He Should 
Have Discretionary Power in the 
Matter of Punishment. 


Nicholas Karr is a man of sorrows and 
acquainted with grief. His lot as Superin- 
tendent of the Work-house is not a happy 
one, His perplexities are great. 

Two problems are clamoring for solution— 
accommodations and discipline. The lack 
of the former increases the difficulty of 
maintaining the latter. The Work-house is 
again overcrowded. Another batch of half a 
hundred criminals will have to be turned 
loose on the community, because the ad- 
ministration needs all the money that can 
be raked together for ornamental jobs. 

Only a month ago, fifty prisoners, pre- 


sumed to be of Republican persuasion, were 
set free. The Sow gad | Monday a fresh in- 
fiux of 47 occurred. r. Karr says the ma- 
jority of these were the released. prisoners 
coming backefor another stay. 

Mr. Karr went up to the City Hall again 
Wednesday and told his troubles to Onkel 
Henry. 

“No usé talking,”’ he said, desperately, 
“‘we’ve got to have room down there. We've 
sot ’em stacked up on end and the walls are 
bulging. We'll have to either build some 
bay windows or turn a bunch loose.” 

he Mayor didnt’ think that was anythin 
worth worrying about. “Oh, well,” he sai 
“make out a list of fifty or so and send it 
up. We'll have to let some more go out.’’ 

Nicholas was still troubled when he talked 
to a reporter. ‘‘What’s the good?’ he gaid. 
“We turn ‘em out and they come back 
again. Inside of a week we are crowded 
as bad as ever. There are a whole lot of 
people who live in the public institutions 
all the time.« They play sick and get sent to 
the City or Female Hospitals. When 
they are discharged they pretend to be 
fecble and get sent to the Poor-house. By 
and by they get kicked out of there, 

“Then they do pong | and get sent 
back to the Work-house. here are a lot 
of chronics who live down there nearly all 
the time, As soon as they are released 
they come back, and why shouldn't they? 
It’s a nice place to live. They get good 
beds and three square meals a day. It’s a 
cool place in summer and a warm place in 
winter, «A lot of them are women, All the 
female» prisoners have to do is the scrub- 
bing. I give them their tasks in the morn- 
ing and in an hour or so they are through. 
Then they sit around the rest of the day 
and do nothing. They like that so well that 
we can’t keep them away.”’ 

“What are you going to do about it?’’ 

“I have a plan which 1 am going to suggest 
to the Mayor. It is to establish a rock pile 
for the females. It could be fixed up inside 
the inclosure with a canvas covering to pro- 
tect the women from the elements. I think 
if we had that they would not be so anxious 
to get back when they are released.” 

The discipline issue is raised by Mary 
Duffy, who has stopped at Mr. Karr’s hotel 
the greater part of the time for years. She 
is incorrigible, uses language which shocks 
Mr. Karr and his guards, and disdains to 
work. Mr. Karr has used his powers of 
persuasion in vain. He has thrown her 
into the dark bull ring and confined her diet 
to. bread and water, but these things do not 
bother Mary a little. She goes Mr. Karr 
one better by refusing to eat the, bread or 
drink the water.

THE MARKETS. 


ST. LOUIS, June 24. 

An Indianapolis dispatch says that statistics 
gathered from 500 farmers in Indiana place the 
wheat yleld in Southern Indiana at from 72 to 75 
per cent of a full crop, and in Northern and Cen- 
tral Indiana the yield is _— at from 69 to 71 
per cent of a full crop. The harvest may exceed 
these figures, as there is some improvement. 

The Cincinnati Price Current says to-day: Favor- 
able weather has caused some betterment of the 
corn crop outlook, but high calculations are pot 
uarantesd by the average condition. The win‘er 
wheat yield is better than expected. Quality gvod. 
Spring wheat is progressing favorably, with en- 
couraging outlook. Oats crop irregular. Considerable 
short straw, but fair results probable. Week's 
packing 455,000 legs, as compared with 870,000 
hogs last year. 

Reports from Indiana and Illinois state that the 
crops in some sections of those States have been 
badly damaged by the severe storms of the last 
few days. 

London cables state that there have been dam- 
aging rains in Roumania. 

Dornbusch says that the cereal crops are two or 
three weeks behind the condition that tbey usually 
assume at this season of the year. In France the 
condition of the wheat flelds has poe oe lege al- 
though large harvest results are out of the ques- 
tion. Spanish advices are fairly good, but the 
yield of wheat in Italy willl be much below the 
average. Advices from the Danubian provinces are 
very .discouraging and reports in regard to the 
Russian crop are rather disheartening.

The Man Arrested in Texas Now Confi- 
dently Believed to Be Susie 
Beck’s Murderer. 


There is little doubt that Rev. William 
Abbott West, the murderer of Susie Beck 
in 6t. Louls in May, 1887, is under arrest 
at Seguin, Tex. 

Requisition papers were applied for 
Wednesday evening, and Detective Viehle 
will leave for Texas Thursday afternoon 
for the prisoner.

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REV. WILLIAM ABBOTT WEST. 


Beguin had wired him “Description does not 
suit,””’ may have been a blind. 

All uncertainty now seems to be 4ise- 
Ppelled, and the murderer, who has evaded 
@rrest for ten years, will soon be behind 
the bars at St. Louis, 

Chief Harrigan thus explains the misun- 
derstandings that he claims have arisen over 
the case: 

“When I first learned that a supposed-to- 
be West was under arrest at Seguin I tele- 
graphed a description, and it was the answer 
to this telegraphic message that read: ‘De- 
ecription does not tally,’ 

“In the meantime I had sent a more com- 
plete description by mail and also a photo- 
graph of West taken just before the mur- 

er, ; 


“It is In anewer to this description that 
the message comes that the itdentification 
is complete and that the Texas authorities 
oe no doubt that the right man ig in cus- 
oaqy. ‘ 

“tT have applied for requisition papers, 
which will arrive this afternoon and imme- 
Giately on their receipt Detective Viehle 
will leave for Texas and bring West back.” 

There is much mystery surrounding this 
case, The communications received by 
Chi f Harrigan Monday and published in the 
Post-Dispatch that day stated that the sus- 
pect was known in Seguin as Williams and 
the fact that he was wanted for murder 
was divulged by his sister. 

The &t. Louis police were puzzled by this,

West lived with his wife and family while 
he was pastor of the Methodist Church at 
Chesterton, Ind,, before he eloped with Susie 
Beck, the deacon's daughter, whom he 
poisoned. It is supposed that the woman 
who was believed to be his sister, once lived 
in Chesterton. 

Susie Beck died on July 18, 1887, and an 
autopsy revealed arsenic in her stomach, 
At the inquest enough evidence was secured 
to cause a verdict of “‘murder by arsenical 
poisoning.”’

HOLDING ON TE 
A GOOD THING 


COLLECTOR’S OFFICE RETAINS ITs 
FORCE OF 53 MEN. 


ITS WORK TWICE DIVIDED. 


The Same Expense as Before the Excise 
and Licerise Offices Were 
Created. 


With all the efforts made by thé taxpay- 
ers to keep municipal expenses within a 
reasonable aggregate they appear to be 
foiled at every turn by the schemes of 
politicians. 

The office of Collector of Revenue, es- 
pecially, maintains its army of men, despite 
the fact that its duties and responsibilities 
have been twice divided in the past few 
years. 

It was thought when the office of Excise 
Commissioner was established the half of 
the Collector’s troublesome work had been 
taken away from him. This occurred in 
the summer of 1893. But it only resulted in 
disposing of the Collector’s force into a 
system of inspection, “whereby new stores 


and unlicensed mercantiéle business might 
be checked up and compelled to pay” as 
was and is yet claimed. 

A few months ago the office of License 
Commissioner was established, with a 
large clerical force, which seemed to have 
been inadequate, for the Assembly has just 
passed an ordinance increasing the number 
of clerks by thirteen, whom the Commis- 
sioner promptly appointed. 

Still the Collector holds on with an ever- 

grip to his staff of retainers. 
nal ordinance creating the office 
Ollector of the Revenue provided 
orce of twenty-five men—one at $2,500, 
two at $1,900, three at $1,700, two at $1,500, 
four at $1,150, four at $560, three at $900, 
three at $780 and three at $720 a year each. 
But there wag a proviso to the effect that 
the Collector may employ such additional 
temporary clerks as he may deem neces- 
sary, subject to the approval of the Mayor, 
at salaries not exceeding $900 a year each. 

Bince then the law has been twice amend- 
ed to increase the force. One amendment 
authorizing the employment of nine addi- 
tional clerks, was passed last year, three 

ears after the dramshop license business 

y been taken away from the Collector’s 
office. 

Mr. Charles F. Wenneker, the present Col- 
lector, said Thursday to a Post- ispatth re- 
porter: 

“There are now in this office 53 deputies 
and clerks. The ordinance specifically al- 
lows the retention of &. he average 
monthly payroll is $9 per man, making 
$4,770 a month, or $57,240 a year.”’ 

“Why are so many retained since both the 
dramshop and the license business have 
been taken away from the Collector’s of- 
fice?” was asked. 

‘Because they are sti!Il meoquanty to the 
proper conduct of the office. For instance, 
the force of inspectors which used to pa- 
trol the city In search of merchants doing 
business without licenses is now doing duty 
as Deputy Collectors, engaged daily in en- 
forcing the law With respect to the payment 
of taxes. They are particularly alert as to 
the large delinquents. 

“And while on this point I may gay that 
within the next few months, or at the next 
term of the Circuit Court, t shall ee 
1,161 suits against delinquent taxpayers. 

all do this not because it is any pleasure 
to me, but because it ls my duty and the 
statute of limitations will shortly run as 
to these cases.” 

“Why did you not make the one additional 
appointment of clerks allowed by law. and 
keep the number up to the limit?” 

“Simply because I determined that Attys 
three clerks and deputies could do the work, 
and the one more was not necessary. The 
transfer of the license business to the 
License Commieésioner naturally occasioned 
a isting of the men, but there !s plenty to 
do for all, As an instance, there was for- 
merly but one deputy at the levee to col- 
lect the boat licenses and taxes, which 
range from $10 to $180 each. I have put 
two men there, and it will pay. The re- 
tention of this force, which is the same in 
number as when I came [nto office, is what 
is known in the mercantile world as a good 
investment. The people want the taxes 
collected, and I am here to gee they are 
collected.” 

Nevertheless and notwithstanding the 
brave words of Mr. Wenneker, the taxpay- 
ers will be unable to see why 653 men are re- 

ulred to transact the business of the Col- 
ector’s office when at least one-half the 
original business is now being done by the 
Excise and License Commissioners at enor- 
mous additional cost. 

The License Commissioner now has two 
deputies, two stenographers, one secretary 
and sixteen clerks, or a total force of twen- 
ty-two persons, including the Commissioner. 
at an average monthly salary of $2,080, or 
about $25,000 a year. 

The Excise Commissioner has only five or 
six clerks, and an enormous amount of 


work. 

Yet the collector’s office still maintains its 
force of 63 men, and claims to find work 
for them, even after the creation of two 
separate departments designed to reduce 
the collector’s business at least one-half. 

The people do not understand where the 
“good improvement” comes in. Mr. Ziegen- 
hein said in 1893 it would come by increased 
collections, but there was a steady de- 
crease from that year forward in the col- 
lector’s office. The expected increase came 
through the excise office. 

Mr. Wenneker says again it will come by 
an increase in his collections, but why 
should not that increase be easily accom- 
plished—especially after Zdéegenhein’s rec- 
ord—with a largely reduced force in the 
Collector’s office?

Mr. Walsh, however, said that by putting 
two and two together he and the detectives 
believe the trick was turned by more than 
one man. Several suspicious looking char- 
acters were seen about the neighborhood, 
two in particular. 

The detectives believe, says Mr. Walsh, 
that one of these two men is a crook badly 
wanted by the detectives for a number of 
other jobs. This man, at the time he was 
seen in the neighborhood, was reading a 
newspaper. Therefore, the sleuths reason 
that the crook reads the newspapers, will 
see this publication in the Post-Dispatch 
and will take the alarm and vanish. That 
is why they urged Mr. Walsh to say noth- 
ing about the robbery.

SAYS THR SEWER 
IS A NUISANCE, 


HENRY VINSOT SUES TO ANNUL 
AN ORDINANCE, 


ACTS FOR A NEIGHBORHOOD. 


Sublette Avenue People Claim That 
Tower Grove Storm Sewer Is 
a Fever Breeder. 


Henry Vinsot in his own behalf and that 
of other residents of Sublette avenue has 
filed a suit against the city, the Board of 
Public Improvements, Robert BH. McMath 
and Sewer Commissioner Colby. 

Mr, Vinsot says that he has resided on 
Sublette avenue geince 1875, when, as he 
says, ‘there was @ branch or private water- 
course called the River Des Peres, the bed 
of which crossed or intersected Sublette 
avenue, which stream had for time out of 
mind carried and run the waters from the 
hills and adjacent uplands by a long, 
crooked and winding course to the Missis- 


sipp! River. 
“For upward of ten years, however, since 


1885, whenever a heavy rain ensues, it has 
overflowed,and cast its waters in increasing 
volumes in each succeeding year, upon the 
level land or bottom areas that lie as does 
the plaintiff's land, about even with the 
banks of said stream.” 

The cause for this, Mr. Vinsot gays, he 
thinke is that new roads, boulevards and 
streets have been built, which carry the 


water off too rapidly for the stream to 
dispose of. 

He then gays: “The burden of water from 
the territory tributary to sa:d stream is 
already more than it justly ought to bear 
under existing conditions. 

He says he has from time to time raised 
his house to escape the ever advancing 
floods, without avall. e then tells about 
the passage of ordinance 18,167, providing 
for the Tower Grove storm Sewer district 
which was contemplated to relieve the Mill 
Creek sewer. 

This sewer, he says, was constructed and 
“even now its gaping and threatening mouth 
emits foul gases and fetid matter, poigon- 
ing the surrounding atmosphere, and lay. 
ing waste the health and comfort of plain. 
tiff as well as a large body of industrious 
pepe who live adjacent thereto. 

“That by reason of existing conditions 
typhold fever has been epidemic in the 
neighborhood, and fever and ague and other 
types of malaria prevail generally.
